In view of the above situation, Soria SBA ir attempting to save his 
position by the following manner* He has established his Headquarters in Bavaria 
by utilising as a support point the Ce roan- Sumer. ian Cultural Institute; ho is 
counting on the ‘Rumanian members who belong to the Institute and who ;iave 
remained loyal - UAKOILESCU and SASU. SUUL has been in Eavaria for some time, 
living clandestinely under lATOn^SCD's protection (nedwigstrasse 2/II, limich). 



4. In Bavaria, SDIA has decided to concentrate on sevoral Legionnaire 
leaders who have remained on his side. Xuci 1 ^ZIAILAT of Salsburg has come to 
Germany after successfully legalising his sojfcurn. ^aiayfP'JTCJ is also now 
moving to Germany fron Saltburg (Eli eahe that rasse 5S) althbugh he has not yet 
obtained the approval of his establishment in Ccrrnny*
